Fire Sweeps 
Laurel Barn; 
Groom Blamed

Barn 21 at the Laurel race track was completely destroyed by fire on 
Election Day (November 3), the fire commencing at approximately 9:30 
P.M. Fifty-four horses were stabled in the barn, the majority (32) being 
trained by Grover (Buddy) Delp. Thirty-four horses and two stable-ponies 
perished as a result of the fire. Thirty of those which died were trained by 
Delp. Investigators determined that the fire was caused by a 27-year-old 
stable hand who dropped a cigarette and lighted match in the shedrow. In 
attempting to stomp out the small fire started by the match, he kicked burn¬ 
ing straw beneath the door of the feed room. Every person who owns, 
trains or grooms a horse should have inspected Barn 21 the day 
after the fire. No more forceful lesson in fire prevention could have 
been delivered. Charred posts which hours before had supported a roof 
were all that stood erect. At both ends of the barn were the blackened cin¬ 
der blocks which had been sleeping rooms for the stable help. In some of 
these gutted rooms, trunks of tack were found—a great deal of the tack still 
usable. But the tremendous rupugnance of the fire wasn’t found in the black¬ 
ened blocks, the charred timbers or in the ashes underfoot. The heart¬ 
breaking sight was the fire-ravaged corpses. In stall after stall, there was 
a horribly burned horse. Alive and eating hay at 9 P.M. on November 3, 
they were dead and burned beyond description an hour later. 
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Firemen do well to save adjoining barns during height of blaze. 

An Eyewitness Report 


Anthony Pisano, an 18-year-old apprentice 
under contract to Trainer Sidney Jacobs, said 
he was climbing the stairs to his Laurel bunk- 
room at about 9:30 o’clock on the night of 
November 3 when he smelled smoke. '’It was 
like the smell of a barbecue," the apprentice 
recalled the next morning. "I stopped on the 
stairs and looked around me. In the barn across 
the road I saw a little spot of fire. It was in the 
center of the barn. I yelled to Jervie Bryant 
(one of Jacobs’ grooms), and we ran across 
the road to the barn. 

"By the time I got there (Barn 21), the fire 
had spread. There were men standing outside 
the barn, but nobody was doing anything. I ran 
in and grabbed a horse. I ran back and got 
another. I don’t know exactly how many I got, 
but it couldn’t have been more than three. 

"The fire was all over the barn by that time. 
I couldn’t get close to it anymore. I went back 
to our horses (Sidney Jacobs’ stable) in the

next barn, just in case the fire spread and we 
had to turn them out. We had four horses. 

"Then the roof went up on the other barn, 
and I was afraid it would spread to ours. I told 
the men to take our horses and lead them away 
from the fire (toward the track kitchen). 

"Our horses would have been all right if I 
had kept my head. But everybody was yelling 
at me to turn our horses loose on the race 
track. I had a man with each one, I shouldn’t 
have turned them loose. But everybody was 
yelling at me. So we took them to the race 
track and turned them loose." 

Bob Jacobs, Sidney Jacobs’ son, was in 
charge of the stable. 

Said Bob: "When I got there (from the 
town of Laurel) it was like everybody was in 
hysteria. You couldn’t find nobody. Horses were 
running loose all over the place. One ran into 
an automobile. Another hit a telephone pole. 
It’s a wonder some of the men weren’t killed.

"I had no chance to find my horses. It was 
awful dark. No moon. We stayed there all 
night. Then when the sun came up we started 
to find our horses. 

"One of my men found Cactus Kid on the 
race track. They had to hold him up to get him 
back to the barn. He was wobbly. Had no 
action at all behind. He might have a broken 
vertebra. We don't know yet. 

"Next we found Young Chris down by the 
International Barn (a quarter-mile from the 
fire). The other two were in stalls somebody 
had put them in. We got all four back alive. 
That’s something.” 

And all four of Jacobs’ horses went right 
back to their original stalls. The Jacobs bam 
wasn't touched by the fire. 

Joseph Pittarelli, an exercise boy for Buddy 
Jacobson, said he had arrived from New York 
on a van with one horse the night of Novem¬ 
ber 3. 

"It was a little after 9 o’clock,” said Pittarelli, 
"and we were just getting the horse off the van 
when I saw loose horses running down the 
road. I looked up in the sky then, and I knew 
a bam was on fire.” 

Grover (Buddy) Delp was at his home 
(415 Baltimore Avenue) in Laurel when noti¬ 
fied of the fire. It was Delp who was hurt the 
worst. Of the 32 horses he trained, 30 were 
destroyed. Of the 30 destroyed, he owned three. 

The next morning, Delp, in a remarkable 
display of self-control, recalled without emotion 
his arrival on the scene. 

"I got there about ten minutes to ten. By 
that time everything was gone. The only horses 
we saved were Tide Mill and Foolish Jester. I 
had two ponies. One of them was saved and 
one was killed. 

"From what I can learn, Joe Jacobs, who 
works for Jimmy Rowan, was the first to dis¬ 
cover the fire. He saw fire in what he thought 
was the feed room. Four or five of my own 
men were watching television in their room at 
the end of the barn. They didn’t know any¬ 
thing about the fire until Joe Jacobs broke into 
the room. Then they all tried to get horses out. 

"But it was tough to get horses out on the 
side they were on. That side was boarded up to 
keep the cold air out during the winter. They 
only had two exits. One at each end of the 
barn.” 


Butch Taylor had thirteen horses in the bam 
which stood on the north side of Barn 21. 
While the fire increased in intensity, he pre¬ 
pared his men to evacuate his stable. 

"The fire caught a little on the roof of our 
barn right in the middle,” said Taylor. "I told 
the men to take out the horses. We carried 
out all our tack and beds—everything. 

"I got all my horses back after the sun came 
up. But two of them were hurt. Playampa was 
lame, and Nardoo got his ankle chopped down 
behind. 

"God it was hard to say about that fire. We 
didn’t know whether to leave them in or take 
them out. Now were giving all thirteen of 
them lockjaw shots.” 

In the same barn with the Taylor horses was 
Marshall Coyne, owned by the Happy Holiday 
Farm and trained by Leslie Glazier. Marshall 
Coyne was turned loose on the race track, and 
that was where he died. 

Said Mrs. Glazier: "He must have hit another 
horse head on. He died of a broken neck, I 
guess. When I found him about 6 o’clock in 
the morning, he was dead. And somebody had 
stolen his halter, too.” 

Insurance Big Help 

Horsemen sustaining losses in the Laurel 
fire were paid $126,140 under terms of an 
insurance policy which is maintained entirely 
by the race tracks. 

Each of Maryland’s three major tracks 
(Laurel, Pimlico and Bowie) paid $1,600 in 
premiums last year for the insurance coverage. 
The State’s three minor tracks (Timonium, 
Marlboro and Hagerstown) also pay for cov¬ 
erage but put up a considerably smaller amount. 

The insurance policy provides for a maxi¬ 
mum award of $5,000 per horse. Loss of tack 
in a fire is covered by a maximum of $150 per 
horse or $500 per stable, depending upon 
which is the lesser amount. 

As soon as the owners and trainers had 
gathered their data following the Laurel fire, 
they reported in detail their losses to John A. 
Boniface, regional secretary of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. 

Boniface reported his findings to the Phila¬ 
delphia insurance company and a meeting was 
set up to discuss the losses. 

Guy Hottel, executive secretary of the H.B.- 
P.A., explained that the value of a horse is 
really quite easy to determine insofar as the 
insurance coverage is concerned. 
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Cinder block bunkhouses at end of barn are allthat stand after fire levels wooden stabling area . 


“The maximum award,” said Hottel, "is $5,- 
000 per horse—even if the horse is worth 
$100,000. Usually, we can determine whether 
a horse is worth $5,000 by simply looking at 
his past performance record. An unraced 2- 
year-old is, however, more of a problem.” 

Hottel explained that the insurance coverage 
(which is maintained at no cost to the horse¬ 
men) was instituted in 1955. The late Irving 
Gushen, John A. Manfuso and Harry Cohen 
were the originators of the plan, according to 
Hottel. 

Assistance Fund 

Twenty-four grooms and exercise boys who 
had their personal clothing destroyed in the 
fire were given financial aid by the Maryland 
Horsemens Assistance Fund. 

The M.H.A.F. is the organization to which 
all lead pony fees are turned over at all Mary¬ 
land race tracks. A benevolent organization, the 
M.H.A.F. spends its entire income helping 
destitute horsemen. The fund is administered 
by George H. Martin, Janon Fisher, Jr., John 
F. Loome, Barclay Odell and John A. Boniface. 

In the case of the 24 fire victims, the 
M.H.A.F. awarded each of the men a $50 
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Gushen and Manfuso were at the time the 
two major national officers of the H.B.P.A. 
Cohen, a brother of the Pimlico owners, is in 
the insurance business and is extremely inter¬ 
ested in racing. It was Mr. Cohen who wrote 
the first policy.

T HE 25th annual Maryland Fall Sales was 
held last month at Timonium with $217,950 
being paid for 171 horses for an average 
price of $1,274. 

The 1963 sale found 238 head selling for 
an average price of $1,462. In 1962, the aver¬ 
age for 168 head was $1,270. 

Christiana Stables’ Rum Bottle Bay topped 
the two 1964 sessions on a bid of $45,000 
while, at the other extreme, five horses sold 
for only $100 apiece. 

Except for Rum Bottle Bay, there was little 
excitement generated by the quality of the 
animals in the two-day auction. 

Second highest priced offering was Frankie’s 
Nod, a 4-year-old colt by Johns Joy out of the 
Donatello II mare # Donatellina. 

Consigned by W. Taylor Leatherbury and E. 
Chaney, the colt was purchased by Mr. Leather¬ 
bury for his own account. Said Mr. Leather¬ 
bury: "I don’t know whether I’ll train him or 
not. I bought him primarily as a stallion, and 
I think he’ll be one of the best in Maryland.” 

Twice a stakes-winner, Frankie’s Nod boasts 
earnings of $41,000. 

Both sessions of the sale were well-attended, 
the crowds ranging from 800 to 1,000 persons. 

Rum Bottle Bay was far and away the 
most expensive animal sold, the 5-year-old 
broodmare going to Mrs. Jane duPont Lunger 
on a bid of $45,000. 

Consigned by the Christiana Stables (which 
Mrs. Lunger owns in partnership with her 
husband), Rum Bottle Bay technically has a 
new owner but will not actually change her 
stall at Henry S. Clark’s farm. 

The sale, however, was more real than it 
appeared. 

Mrs. Lunger breeds horses in her own name 
as well as in partnership with her husband. 
Probably for tax reasons, she wanted to transfer 
Rum Bottle Bay from Christiana ownership to* 
her own account. 
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Averages $1,274; 
Brings $45,000 

Advised by her attorneys that the best way 
to accomplish this maneuver was to put the 
mare up for public auction, Mrs. Lunger did 
exactly that in the Maryland Fall Sales. 

The New Jersey breeder Bertram N. Linder 
was the underbidder at $41,500. Dr. Frank 
O’Keefe, from Virginia, had dropped out of 
the bidding at an earlier stage. 

Mr. Clark, bidding for Mrs. Lunger, got the 
mare at $45,000. How high he would have 
gone to acquire her is not known. 

In foal to Cyane, Rum Bottle Bay is a stakes- 
placed daughter of Thinking Cap and Sea 
Snack. Sea Snack, winner of $127,000, is the 
dam of the stakes-winners Endine and Ricci 
Tavi. 

Lump Sugar 

The $4,500 price paid by Mrs. Marie A. 
Moore for the 20-year-old broodmare Lump 
Sugar occasioned considerable surprise during 
the first night of the sales. 

Lump Sugar had ample assets to her credit 
(she is the dam of the $328,000 winner Rest¬ 
less Wind), but she has been barren for four 
years and was sold without a clean bill of health 
certificate. 

A 20-year-old infected barren broodmare 
doesn’t appear too good a breeding risk, but 
Mrs. Moore was probably influenced more by 
sentiment than business in her decision to buy 
the old mare. 

Mrs. Moore, it should be explained, owned 
Lump Sugar during her younger years and 
sold her in 1959 at the Keeneland Fall Sales 
for $42,000. 

In buying her back now that she is old and 
questionable as a breeding risk, Mrs. Moore 
apparently wanted to do nothing more than 
retire her. 

Said John Finney: "I saw Mrs. Moore come 
in at the start of the sale, and she left im¬ 
mediately after she purchased Lump Sugar. I 
imagine she had no other reason for coming.”

Record Sales Year 

For the first time in history, the sale 
of Thoroughbreds at public auction in 
Maryland surpassed the $1,000,000 mark 
during the 1964 season. 

Three major auctions were held in 
Maryland this year and total sales soared 
to $1,008,300 as compared to only $285,- 
590 in 1961—the year prior to the 
passage of House Bill 106. 

The Maryland Horse Bereders Associa¬ 
tion and the Fasig-Tipton Company an¬ 
nually sponsor the Eastern Fall Yearling 
Sales and the Maryland Fall Sales. These 
two sales grossed $924,150 in 1964. 

Additionally, the National Horse Sales 
conducted a mid-summer auction of mixed 
stock, total sales amounting to $84,150.

The Resold Weanling 

There was confusion aplenty in the sale of 
Hip No. 160 when a man in the gallery bid 
and bought the filly for $2,300 and then signed 
the purchaser’s slip "L. T. Price.” 

The man, himself, wasn’t "L. T. Price”—in 
fact, it’s doubtful if there was a person by 
that name at the sale. 

Since Hip No. 160 was a daughter of Yes 
You Will, it was assumed that the purchaser 
was L. F. Price, the man who bred and raced 
Yes You Will. 

But L. F. (Bake) Price had authorized no 
one to bid for him and correctly denied his 
purchase of the weanling. 

"I didn’t know anything about it until I 
went to the office to talk on a radio program,” 
said Bake. "One of the girls there asked me 
if I had bought the weanling.” 

When it was discovered that L. T. Price 
was either non-existent or had disappeared, the 
filly was brought back into the ring for a 
second selling. 

This time she went to only $1,700 with 
Hal C B. Clagett purchasing her. Hal, one of 
the underbidders when the filly was "sold” for 
$2,300, was delighted with the turn of events. 

Far from happy, however, were Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph F. Garver, Jr., the filly’s consignors. 
The Maryland Fall Sales marked their first 
venture into the selling end of the horse busi¬ 
ness, and the utterly strange developments left 
them angry, angry, angry.

Roosevelt Sales Stable 

Largest purchaser in number of horses 
at the Maryland Fall Sales was the Roose¬ 
velt Sales Stable of Iselin, N. J., which 
bought 21 head for a total price of $4,900. 

Louis (Bunchy) Grant operates the 
Roosevelt Sales Stable which is one of the 
worlds largest traders in horses and 
ponies. 

‘Til buy anything,” explained the 
former professional basketball player, 
“horses, ponies—it doesn’t matter.” 

Bunchy conducts a weekly auction sale 
in Iselin, selling about 250 horses a ses¬ 
sion. The auctions are held each Wednes¬ 
day at the sales agency’s headquarters. 

“We sell to the New York police de¬ 
partment, too. But they buy from us 
privately instead of at auction.” 

Before the Maryland Fall Sales began 
last month, Bunchy informed Fasig-Tip- 
ton’s general manager, John Finney, that 
he would be willing to bid $100 on every 
animal in the sale. 

This assured a $100 bottom, and there 
was consequently no risk of a horse being 
led from the ring without a bid having 
been made. 

Mr. Grant wound up buying five horses 
with his $100 minimum bid. They were: 
Jeaninne, Joy K., Mae North, Devils 
Prince and Mac’s Ace. 

The highest successful bid made by 
Roosevelt Sales was $550 which it paid 
for Cuddly, a 2-year-old filly. 

Mr. Grant said his agency sold 8,300 
horses in 1963 and $1,500,000 worth of 
tack. 

“We have one sale each year in 
Phoenix, Arizona,” continued Bunchy. “I 
buy a lot of horses out west and have 
them shipped to me in New Jersey. Most 
of our horses go for riding purposes. I 
don’t mind bidding a hundred on any¬ 
thing. I can’t get hooked, even if I send 
them to the killers.”

Split Divisions At Laurel 


The Races 

By Joe B. Hickey Jr. 

HEN the $20,000 Maryland Futurity at¬ 
tracted 20 entries for its 34th running on 
November 3, the Maryland Fund Committee 
decided to split the race for only the second 
time in history. In I960, when the stakes for 
2-year-olds conceived and foaled in the state 
was run at six furlongs, the event was sufficiently 
popular to necessitate a division. Tuscan Spy 
and Brandy Sea accounted for the winner’s 
share in each section. 

Though added money is defined as that added 
to the purse by the association, Laurel adver¬ 
tises breeder and stallion owner awards as part 
of the added value. Thus, the $20,000 added 
Maryland Futurity was billed—before the split 
became necessary—as the $23,000 added Fu¬ 
turity. 

This same logic was carried through in the 
split, each division being billed as worth 
$14,375 in added monies. 

The first division was won by J. T. Gibson’s 
Jackie Dare, a filly who chose the $11,000 All- 
Maryland Handicap at Timonium, richest race

The Protest 

By Peter Vischer 

AY I suggest that the Maryland Fund 
Committee do more careful and better 
homework? 

The other day there was a stakes race at 
Laurel, the Maryland Futurity, that had been 
advertised for months as a $23,000 race. The 
day before the race and the day of the race, it 
was announced in the Laurel program as a 
$23,000 race. I am sure that Laurel benefited 
from the advertising of a purse of this size and 
that many patrons came to the track to see a 
race of that value run. 

Yet the day before the running, the purse 
was arbitrarily cut into two approximate halves 
of $14,000 each. 

I think it was a breach of faith; in short, 
disgraceful. 

Oh, I know. It says in the small print on the 
back of the entry blanks that "The Laurel Race 
Course, Inc., reserves the right to divide this 
race including both added monies and all fees 
in the event there is a greater number of starters 
than the track can accommodate.” However, 
the Laurel management assures me that they did 
not divide the purse. They say they had nothing

to do with it, that the Maryland Fund Com¬ 
mittee did it. And nowhere does it say that the 
Maryland Fund Committee reserved such a 
right. 

I might add that the H. B. P. A., supposed 
to protect horsemen from injustices, also said 
it had nothing to do with the halving of the 
purse. Their representatives told me, in fact, 
that they don’t even dare make a suggestion 
to the Maryland Fund Committee, as any such 
action on their part would be resented. 

I don’t have to be told that there’s no law 
which requires an owner to enter a horse in 
the Maryland Futurity. Yet the truth of the 
matter is that a number of owners did enter 
their horses in this race in good faith, believing 
that they were entitled to shoot at a $23,000 
purse as advertised. They paid three separate 
fees for this purpose. In other words, they en¬ 
tered upon what they had a right to think was 
a contract, making all the required payments, 
to race for $23,000. Not $14,000—or some 
other number drawn from somebody’s hat. 

It’s worth noting, in this connection, that 
while the purse was cut in half there wasn’t 
any comparable reduction in the fees. (Editor’s 
note: All fees for all stakes races become a part 
of the purse and are paid to the winning own¬ 
ers. The tracks serve only as a collection agent, 
retaining none of the money.) Nor were 
any of the jockeys asked to ride for half-price. 


When a similar situation arose at Aqueduct 
in a $100,000 race both halves of the race were 
given the full endowment. Lots of tracks handle 
the matter this way. It’s the decent way to do it. 
This, I say, is keeping faith with the horsemen. 
It wasn’t done that way in Maryland. 

Don’t tell me the money wasn’t there. The 
October issue of The Maryland Horse states 
on page 70 that as of September 21, 1964, there 
was $12,916.06 accumulated at Laurel for the 
Maryland Fund that had not been spent. The 
Futurity was run on November 3, less than two 
weeks later. 

(Editor’s note: For more recent figures on 
Laurel’s Maryland Fund bank account, see page 
70.) 

At the last dinner of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association there were a lot of smooth 
speeches about how careful we must be in de¬ 
veloping the Maryland breeding industry, how 
we have to start at the bottom with two-year- 
olds and bring them along so that the rest of 
the country can see that we are really going 
forward, etc., etc., so that in time we shall have 
older horses good enough to be classed with the 
best, etc., etc. In other words, we must do 
everything we can to build up confidence. 

So what happens? All encouraged by this 
sort of guff, we poor, simple owners come for¬ 
ward with twenty horses for the Futurity. A

Mrs. Ball stated that Big Pete will enter 
the stud at Glade Valley Farms, in 1965, and 
stand at a fee of $500 live foal. 

In The Corner 

Mr. and Mrs. Howell E. Jackson, owners of 
Bull Run Stud of Middleburg, Virginia, have 
made arrangements with Fred Colwill of 
Halcyon Farm to stand their fashionable son 
of Tom Fool-La Mirambule "In The Corner" 
at the latter’s farm, located in the Green Spring 
Valley. 

In The Corner may not strike a note to the 
average breeder, but he is a half-brother to two 
of the most successful stakes horses in Europe. 
In the late 1950’s, Mr. Jackson purchased the 
highly regarded mare La Mirambule, the best 
of her generation in France. 

After Mr. Jackson acquired La Mirambule 
for breeding purposes, he brought her to the 
States and sent her to Claiborne to the court 
of *Princequillo and the resulting foal was 
known as Tambourine, who went on to win the 
Irish Sweeps Derby in 1962 in record time— 
IV 2 miles in 2 minutes 28 seconds. 

The next mating brought forth Nasram by 
*Nasrullah who won the Prix du Lys at three 
and this summer as a four-year-old defeated 
Santa Claus, the best three-year-old in all of 
Europe, in the important King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth stakes.

on the minor track circuit, as the time to break 
her maiden. 

Jackie Dare is a bay daughter of Prince 
Dare—Jacoenda, by * Endeavour II, bred by 
Woodlawn Farm and foaled at that Howard 
County nursery on January 22, 1962. Wood- 
lawn Farm was founded in 1943 by the late 
Walter A. Edgar, and until its sale a few 
months ago was carried on by his son, Richard 
B. Edgar, and daughter, Mrs. Oliver Goldsmith. 

Woodlawn was sold to the Rouse organiza¬ 
tion for development, but young Dick Edgar 
retains the main house and five acres, where he 
continues to make his home. Mrs. Goldsmith 
and her husband, whose Thunder Hill was sold 
along with most of Woodlawn, have since pur¬ 
chased Longwood Farm. They plan to move into 
their new homestead about December 1. 

Meeting eight foes at seven furlongs, Jackie 
Dare carried top weight of 121 pounds and 
drew clear in the stretch to win by a length 
and a half. Her time of 1:26 3/5 was consid¬ 
erably slower than that required a half-hour 
later by Tom Stone (1:24 4/5) but the filly 
toted nine pounds more than was required of 
the colt. 


L. G. Boyce’s Double Easter made a menac¬ 
ing run in early stretch but tired and bore out 
before being able to collar the winner. The son 
of * River War—Bridal Wreath managed, how¬ 
ever, to hold a head advantage over Grass Field 
Stable’s Beech Time at the wire. Charles E. 
Reithmeyer’s Double Park, a half-brother to the 
1963 Gallorette Stakes winner, Double Heri¬ 
tage, dead-heated for fourth with Locust Hill 
Farm’s Rash Step, like the winner, progeny of 
Prince Dare. 

Now in the process of being syndicated, 
Prince Dare is a 14-year-old son of *Prince- 
quillo—Penny Dare, by * Challenger II. Winner 
of the Maryland Gold Cup, three other races 
and $68,225, he is the sire of the stakes winners 
Milady Dares (Prioress), Nora Dares (Miss 
Maryland, Blue Hen), E>are Do Well (Suffolk 
Downs Governor’s Handicap), Levenia Prince 
(Marlboro Nursery) and Alapeppi, stakes 
winner in Mexico. 

The dam, Jacoenda, had the misfortune to 
catch a foreleg between a stall screen and door 
before she got to the races, but succeeded in 
winning once and placing once in seven starts. 
Trainer Jimmy Rowan considered her to be

one of the gamest runners he’s ever had under 
his shed. Evidently her injury was such as to 
make it a wonder that she even got to the races. 

At stud Jacoenda has produced Jacodare, 
winner of $28,000 through 1963. He is her 
first foal. She also has a yearling colt, a full 
brother to Jackie Dare, that was sold privately 
recently. She also has a weanling colt by Idolater. 

When the eight Wood lawn mares were di¬ 
vided, Jacoenda became the property of Jean 
and Oliver Goldsmith. Dick Edgar’s four mares 
are quartered in what formerly served as Wood- 
lawn’s stallion barn. 

Jackie Dare was winning her second race 
in seven starts when she annexed the first di¬ 
vision of the Maryland Futurity. Coming to the 
races at Pimlico in April, she bucked her shins 
in the second start. While recovering on the 
farm, she was sold for $11,000 to B. P. 
(Toughy) Hacker, agent for Mr. Gibson. 
Hacker trains the filly, and Eldon Nelson had 
the leg up in her most important win. 

Tom Stone, a name out of Maryland’s past, 
may have a future here, as well. The chestnut 
son of Martins Rullah—Streamlined, by Saggy, 
is owned and was bred by Peter Vischer, former 
editor-publisher of Polo, Horse and Horseman 
and Country Life. A lieutenant colonel serving 
in the intelligence division during World War 
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II, Mr. Vischer bought Habre de Venture at 
Port Tobacco in 1945, upon deciding not to 
return to New York. 

It was at Habre de Venture, in Charles Coun¬ 
ty, that Tom Stone was foaled on March 25, 
1962. Since he was foaled on Maryland Day 
on an estate built in 1770 by Thomas Stone, 
it was only fitting that the son of Martins Rullah 
be named for the Maryland patriot and signer 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

The original land grant of the Vischer place 
was called "Have It A Venture,’’ and it is sup¬ 
posed that Habre de Venture is a corruption 
of that title. The main house, unique in many 
ways, is built in the form of an arc, or crescent, 
and is one of the most historical to be found in 
this country. The hand-carved paneling and cup¬ 
boards of the drawing room were removed in 
1928 and installed in the Baltimore Museum 
of Art, they being the finest example Maryland 
has to show of this form in early American art. 
Michael Stone, last of that family to live there, 
copied the paneling exactly before selling the 
original to the Museum. 

Mr. Vischer, a former director of the New 
Yorker magazine (his wife also shares a news¬ 
paper-author background), has raced a small 
stable for a number of years. Prior to the advent 
of Tom Stone, his best colorbearer had been 
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Jackie Dare, an $11,000 purchase, wins first division of Maryland Futurity with Eldon Nelson up. 


Arch Rival, track-record-setter at Marlboro and 
regarded for several years as ’ King of the Half- 
Milers.” 

Tom Stone is the second stakes winner for 
his young sire, a 9-year-old son of *Nasrullah— 
Shy Katie, by Roman. Winner of the Law¬ 
rence Realization, Experimental Handicap and 
$103,572, Martins Rullah also is sire of Luscious 
Lois, winner of the New England Sophomore 
Stakes this year. His first get are 3-year-olds, and 
his stakes-placed runners include Ark Ark, 
Ranch Maid and Rare Creature. 

Tom Stone went into the Maryland Futurity 
a maiden and emerged a stakes winner. Previ¬ 
ously he had finished second, third and fourth 
in four starts. Beginning his career under a 


$10,000 claiming tag at Delaware Park, he 
was third to Big Rock Candy in his next start, 
the Marlboro Nursery, then was runner-up to 
Heading South in a maiden race at Laurel. 

In the Futurity, he came from seventh to reg¬ 
ister an impressive six-length victory. Steve 
Leo Jr. opened up a long early lead and, though 
proving no match for the winner, held the 
others safe. Hugh J. O’Donovan’s Hilo Hattie, 
a roan daughter of Native Dancer—Knot Hole, 
was third, a nose before Local Talent. 

Tom Stones victory was worth $9,741, 
slightly more than Jackie Dares $9,644 in the 
first division. Freddie Kratz, the elder, had the 
mount on Tom Stone, who is trained by Tonio 
Simon, developer of Double Heritage.

real show of faith. Instead of thanking us, the 
Maryland Fund Committee without saying a 
word to us just cuts the purse in half. Instead 
of cheering the owners on for this very definite 
show of support for the Fund Committee’s 
so very carefully enunciated plans, the commit¬ 
tee went out of its way to cut the owners’ 
throats. Very nice going, eh? 

A few years ago I sent a couple of yearlings 
to a Maryland Horse Breeders show all the 
way from Port Tobacco to Pimlico. At that time 
the Horse Breeders Association promised that 
there would be a race for these youngsters the 
following spring when they got to be two. Was 
there? No, indeed. It was dropped just as arbi¬ 
trarily as the purse was cut the other day. Not 
enough entries, Pimlico said. (In the old days 
they’d give a horse a walk-over if necessary to 
keep faith.) What’s a mere promise, anyway? 
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(They did run such a race this year, yes, but 
I’ve been burned. I’ll never enter a horse in the 
yearling show again.) 

As explained here, I feel that the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association has now broken its 
word to us owners twice in the span of a few 
years. That’s enough for me. I'm afraid I’m 
going to be a little hard of hearing from here 
on in. 

Confidence in a man’s word, or in an associ¬ 
ation’s word, is a matter of fundamental im¬ 
portance. Doesn't Charlie McLennan make a 
point of saying in the foreword of the new 
Pimlico condition book: "You can plan cam¬ 
paigns for your horses with the confidence that 
the race will go as scheduled.” Who is so inno¬ 
cent as to believe that when the Pimlico stakes 
entry blanks contain the old familiar phrase: 
'The Maryland Jockey Club reserves the right 

The Maryland Horse 















to divide, etc., etc." And this fine other phrase, 
this lulu: "The Maryland Jockey Club reserves 
the right to cancel this event without any notice 
at any time prior to the actual running thereof 
. . . Take my word for it, mates, when the 
chips are down they’re going to do as they damn 
well please, as usual. 

It is a mere coincidence that a horse of mine 
won one of these truncated purses. I squawked 
loud and long about this matter before the race 
was run to Snowden Carter, who stoutly de¬ 
fended the Maryland Fund Committee’s action, 
asked me if $14,000 didn’t also happen to be 
money, and anyway where would the additional 
money come from? I said that all these things 
seemed to me to be irrelevant and off the point 
which was and is this: Are you going to keep 
your promises to the horsemen or aren’t you and 
please remember that the advertised figure was 
$23,000, not $14,000. I also complained to 
Stuart Janney before the race and he said he 
wished to hold himself aloof from the discussion 
because he had a horse in the race. I told him 
I didn’t think that much of an argument as the 
principle involved was exactly the same whether 
one had a horse in the race or not. The issue is: 
Are you going to keep your announced word? 

I feel, now that I’ve had (thanks to a nice 
horse, Tom Stone, and a trainer of great in¬ 
tegrity, Tonio Simon) the privilege of winning 
half of this race, that we’ve been gypped about 
$6,000 by the arbitrary action of the Maryland 
Fund Committee. The paradox of the situation 
is self-evident. The foul deed was done not by 
a recognizable ancient foe of horsemen, like 
management, but by my supposed friends and 
associates in the Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation. 

I assure you I’d be just as sore about the 
matter if someone else had won the race. 

I think it’s about time that owners stopped 
being the patsies of the horse business.

T WO-year-olds which had competed last 
year in the Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation’s 29th annual yearling show were 
afforded their own private race last month 
in the Back Again Purse at Laurel. 

The results of the Back Again Purse (which 
was split into two divisions) and the results 
of the yearling show had little similarity. None 
of the top two finishers in any of the four 
yearling show classes gained a portion of the 
purse money in the Back Again. 

The Back Again, which came under the 
Maryland Fund Program, was run as two races: 
one for fillies and the other for colts and 
geldings. Both divisions carried $6,000 purses. 

Of the 62 two-year-olds eligible for the 
race, 16 actually started. 


Winner of the filly division was Mrs. Roger 
Laurin s Little Dane, a daughter of Helioscope 
—Skeet Willow by *Princequillo. Bred and 
shown last year by Harry A. Love, Little Dane 
finished third in Class IV. 

Third money in the 1963 show was worth 
$25. The Back Again Purse was considerably 
more substantial: for winning the race. Little 
Dane earned $3,900. 

Little Dane was the only horse to earn 
money in both the yearling show and the 
Back Again Purse. All other show-placed horses 
either failed to start in the Back Again or 
finished out of the money. 

Mr. Love stated after the race was over that 
he had consigned Little Dane to the 1963 
Saratoga yearling sales but had bought her

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Neonatal Isoerythrolysis*

Neonatal isoerythrolysis is a hemolytic ane¬ 
mia and icterus of newborn foals and mules. 
It results from isoimmunization of the mare 
against erythrocytes of the foal during preg¬ 
nancy. The disease has been described as icterus 
gravis, jaundiced foals, hemolytic disease, iso- 
hemolytic disease, icteric foals, hemolytic ic¬ 
terus, and hemolytic anemia. 

Isoimmunization may occur naturally, follow 
transfusion of blood, or use of vaccine contain¬ 
ing horse erythrocytes. Natural isoimmuniza¬ 
tion results from passage of fetal erythrocytes 
or their components into the maternal tissues. 
The mechanism of this passage is not known. 
Placental disease with adhesions and anastamosis 
of fetal and maternal circulation has been 
suspected. An abnormal placenta or other path¬ 
ological condition appears necessary for natural 
isoimmunization. Most mares are not immunized 
after bearing many foals with blood incom¬ 
patible with their own type. Some sensitized 
mares have an increase of circulating antibody 
during the last four months of gestation but 
most mares do not have additional antigenic 
stimulation from subsequent incompatible preg¬ 
nancies. Mares immunized by equine tissue 
vaccines seldom develop additional antibody 
from bearing an incompatible foal. Isoimmuni¬ 
zation occurs when the fetal erythrocyte type 
is different than that of the mare. The fetal 
erythrocytes contain antigens corresponding to 
those of the stallion. Several erythrocyte anti¬ 
gens are involved. These have not been identi¬ 
fied because of no standard system of typing 
horse blood. Antibody for the fetal erythrocytes 
is concentrated in the colostrum, usually at 4 
to 8-fold higher titer than in the mare’s serum. 
The fetus is not affected in utero because there 
is no placental transfer of antibody in horses. 

Excepting other disease, foals are healthy 
when born and are not affected until they

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suckle colostrum. The colostrum antibody is 
absorbed from the intestine, then attacks and 
destroys the foal’s erythrocytes. Mares develop 
both agglutinating and hemolytic antibodies. 
Both antibodies may be present, but frequently 
only agglutinating antibody is found. Hemolytic 
antibody without agglutinating antibody has 
not been observed. Hemolytic antibody causes 
intravascular hemolysis. The agglutinating anti¬ 
body clumps erythrocytes causing their removal 
from the circulating blood and destruction in 
the liver and spleen. Severity of the disease is 
related to the kind of antibody present, the 
titer of the colostrum, the amount of colostrum 
secreted, and possibly to the antigenic charac¬ 
teristics of the foal’s erythrocytes. Hemolytic 
antibody is associated with early, acute and 
severe anemia. Severe anemia is associated with 
colostrum having high antibody titer, but may 
result from a large volume with a low titer. 
Antigenic mosaic of the foal’s erythrocytes may 
influence severity of the disease following isoim¬ 
munization from a preceding pregnancy by a 
different stallion. 

Foals are healthy when born, nurse the mare 
and are active. In 12 to 36 hours affected foals 
become dull, sluggish, weak, do not nurse, and 
may become prostrated. The heart and respira¬ 
tory rates are increased, especially after ex¬ 
ercise. Mucous membranes are pale during the 
first 24 hours. Icterus appears in 24 to 48 hours 
and becomes progressively more severe for 4 to 
6 days. The temperature is normal or sub¬ 
normal. Citrated blood samples show marked 
reduction and agglutination of erythrocytes. 
Serum and urine often are not discolored dur¬ 
ing the first day, but may be tinged with hemo¬ 
globin in very acute cases. Icteric discoloration 
occurs after 24 to 48 hours. Yellowish dis¬ 
coloration of urine is constant. 

Foals may die of acute anemia in 12 to 36 
hours. Most deaths occur on the third or fourth 
day, but fatal issue may be delayed for 8 to 10 
days.

Foals dying in less than 24 hours are anemic 
only. Icterus develops after 24 hours and be¬ 
comes progressively more severe. The blood is 
pale. Erythrocytes often are agglutinated in 
foals under 3 days old, but usually are not after 
5 days or more. The urine varies from light 
yellow to a port wine color. Enlarged turgid 
spleens are observed in foals dying in less than 
72 hours. Spleens often are not enlarged in 
foals living 5 days or longer, except for those 
that recently had transfusions of incompatible 
blood. The internal organs show only simple 
degenerative changes in acute cases. Centrilobu- 
lar necrosis occurs in the liver of protracted 
cases. 

Clinical diagnosis may be presumed from an 
early weakness without fever and prostration 
associated with anemia, rapid pulse and respira¬ 
tory rates, and agglutination of the foal’s 
erythrocytes in their own plasma. Diagnosis is 
confirmed by agglutination tests using serum 
from the dam and erythrocytes from the stallion 
siring the foal or another suitable horse. 
Erythrocytes of the sick foal are not satisfactory 
for agglutination tests because of antibody ad¬ 
sorbed to them. They may be employed for 
diagnosis by testing in equine antiglobulin 
serum, in which agglutination establishes that 
the mares antibody is adsorbed to the surface 
of the foal’s erythrocytes. 

Serum of the mare is diluted in two-fold 
series. Erythrocytes from the stallion or donors 
are washed three times in 10 volumes of 
physiologic saline and used as a 50 per cent 
suspension. Equal volumes of diluted serum and 
cell suspension are used for plate agglutination 
tests. Readings are made in 3 to 5 minutes. 
Tests should be controlled by use of erythrocytes 
from the mare for appraisal of rouleaux forma¬ 
tion. Colostrum or milk is tested by the same 
procedure. True agglutination of the stallion’s 
erythrocytes in serum of the mare at dilutions 
of 1:2 or greater indicates that isoimmuniza¬ 
tion has occurred. Further support of the diag¬ 
nosis is obtainable by demonstrating unabsorbed 
circulating antibody in the foal’s serum, and 
by use of the antiglobulin test. 

Severity and outcome are related directly to

the anemia and destruction of erythrocytes, 
which in turn are related to the volume and 
titer of colostrum and type of antibody present. 
The most valuable index of the foal’s condition 
is obtained by daily erythrocyte counts. The 
count may drop to 2,200,000 to 3,000,000/cmm 
within 12 to 24 hours. It may recede gradually 
to lowest levels in 4 to 5 days. It may drop 
precipitously and start increasing after 36 to 
72 hours, or remain low for 4 to 6 days before 
recovery begins. Foals maintaining erythrocyte 
counts of 6,000,000/cmm or higher do not need 
transfusion. Those maintaining counts between 
4,000,000 and 6,000,000/cmm can be expected 
to live, and transfusion is not needed unless 
the anemia is protracted. Counts of 3,000,- 
000/cmm or less are near the borderline of 
fatal issue, and transfusion is necessary. The 
presence of unabsorbed maternal antibody in 
the foal’s serum usually indicates that destruction 
indicates that the anemia may become more 
severe, that recovery will be slower, and that 
there is greater need for exsanguination trans¬ 
fusion. Absence of free maternal antibody in 
the foal’s serum usually indicates the destruction 
of blood will be less severe and recovery more 
rapid. Intravascular hemolysis and hemoglo¬ 
binuria are associated with severe disease and 
indicate urgency for large volume replacement 
transfusion. Projecting severity of the disease 
from the titer of mare’s serum is unreliable be¬ 
cause of variation in the volume of colostrum 
secreted. In general, however, the disease may 
be expected to be more severe when the titer 
of the mare’s serum exceeds 1:8 to 1:16 than 
when it is at 1:4 to 1:8 or less. More severe 
disease may be expected when secretion of 
antibody in the milk persists for 24 to 48 
hours or longer. Recovery of acutely affected 
foals is enhanced by large volume replacement 
transfusion within 24 to 48 hours after birth. 

Complete confinement until the erythrocyte 
counts approach normal range is essential. Many 
unobserved cases die from exhaustion due to 
the foal running after its dam. The acutely 
affected subject with erythrocyte counts falling 
below 3,000,000/cmm within 18 to 48 hours 
need large volume replacement transfusion.

This requires alternate administration and re¬ 
moval of 500 ml volumes until 5 to 6 liters 
of donors blood is given and an equal volume 
is removed. The entire 6-liter volume may be 
obtained safely from one donor. This volume 
restores the red cell count of the foal up 7,000,- 
000 to 8,000,000/cmm. Replacement transfu¬ 
sion supplies cells not susceptible to the ma¬ 
ternal antibody, and removes damaged foals 
erythrocytes and unabsorbed antibody in the 
foal’s plasma. Response to a single large volume 
replacement transfusion is more satisfactory 
than from repeated, small transfusions. 

Selection of donors requires finding a horse 
with erythrocytes that are not agglutinated by 
the mare’s serum. It requires testing of erythro¬ 
cytes from donors against serum from the dam 
of the affected foal. Techniques are the same 
as those used for diagnosis. Rapid screening is 
possible by using citrated whole blood from 
prospective donors and undiluted serum from 
the dam of the foal. Bloods not being strongly 
agglutinated are selected and the cells washed 
for final tests. This procedure selects erythrocytes 
similar to or identical with those of the dam 
of the foal, but incompatible for the foal. This 
system is used because it is essential to use 
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cells that will not be destroyed by the maternal 
antibody. The objective is overcoming an acute 
hemolytic crisis. The transfusion corrects the 
anemia for adequate time for the foal to begin 
replacing its erythrocytes. Thoroughly washed 
erythrocytes from the dam may be used. Whole 
blood from the dam cannot be used, because it 
contains the antibody responsible for the 
anemia. Transfusion of acute cases having free 
antibody in their plasma with cells incompatible 
with the maternal antibody may result in rapidly 
fatal issue. 

A foal 4 to 7 days old with no demonstrable 
free antibody in its plasma may be treated with 
blood of its own type, or a type reacting with 
the maternal antibody.* Use of antiglobulin 
serum after absorption of donor’s cells in the 
foal’s serum insures freedom from unabsorbed 
antibody. Transfusion is desirable at this age 
when erythrocyte counts have not risen above 
4,000,000. A single transfusion using 1 to 2 
liters is adequate. 

Colostrum or milk should be tested for anti¬ 
body when the foal is under 36 to 48 hours 
old. If antibody is detected in the milk, the foil 
should be muzzled, fed from another source for 
24 hours or longer, and the mare milked out 
hourly to remove additional antibody. Foals lose 
ability to absorb antibody from the intestine 
after 36 to 48 hours. It should not be necessary 
to interrupt nursing by foals over 3 days old. 
If antibody is not detectable in the milk it is 
not necessary to interrupt nursing. 

The disease may be avoided by testing of 
mare’s serum before birth of the foal, or by 
correct management of known sensitized mares 
and their foals at foaling. 

Serum from a mare with no history of 
isoimmunization may be tested against cells of 
the stallion 1 to 2 weeks before foaling. Ag¬ 
glutination of the stallion’s erythrocytes indi¬ 
cates impending isoerythrolysis in a foal with

the blood type of the stallion. A foal with the 
blood type of the mare will not be affected. 

Mares with known isoimmunization continue 
to secrete antibody in the colostrum with suc¬ 
cessive pregnancies and isoerythrolysis may be 
expected in foals having a blood type against 
which the mare is immunized. Tests on serums 
of the mares do not permit precise prediction 
of a compatible or susceptible foal. An increase 
in antibody titer during the last 4 months of 
gestation indicates an incompatible foal and 
impending isoerythrolysis. Static antibody titers, 
however, do not insure compatibility. Two al¬ 
ternatives may be used for the known sensitized 
mare. She may be bred to a stallion with a 
compatible blood type, and thereby produce 
a foal with cells not susceptible to her anti¬ 
body. The second alternative is to breed in¬ 
discriminately of blood type and manage foal¬ 
ing to prevent the disease. Foaling must be 
attended, the foal muzzled, and appropriate 
tests made before the foal is allowed to nurse. 

Detectable antibody is eliminated from the 
milk of most mares after 8 to 16 hours of hour¬ 
ly milking. It may persist in the milk of some 
mares for longer periods. Foals may be returned 
to their dams after 72 hours, even though anti¬ 
body is secreted in low titer.

Maryland Fund Report 


$30,000 Is Distributed At Hagerstown 


For the first time since the Maryland Fund 
Program was initiated in July, 1962, more 
money has been distributed in Fund races than 
has been generated by the .34 per cent "take” 
from the mutuel handle. 

At Hagerstown eight of the nine scheduled 
races were run and distribution totaled $30,650. 
Money generated for the Fund at Hagerstown 
amounted to $22,136. 

Then, during the Laurel meeting, $104,400 


was distributed with the Fund gaining only 
$77,525 from its pari-mutuel take. 

Latest statistics on the Fund (see page 70) 
reveal that two tracks have now put up $14,464 
of their own money for the Maryland Fund 
Program.

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Report From England 

Jay Trump Wins Impressively

“A TRAUMATIC experience for both of us” 
—that is how Maryland rider Tommy Smith 
describes his first British steeplechase on the 
American horse Jay Trump. 

Trauma or not, the American combination, 
winners of My Lady’s Manor Point-to-Point, the 
Maryland Grand National and the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, won the Autumn Trial at Sandown 
Park here last month and thereby qualified for 
the 1965 Grand National Steeplechase at Ain- 
tree next spring. 

While the rest of us have been dazzled by 
Britain’s sunny skies this summer and fall, 
horsemen like Smith have been in despair over 
the lack of rain. 

"There has been so little rain that the ground 
has been too hard to give Jay Trump a proper 
workout,” Smith says. "So when we entered 
that race neither one of us was fit.” 

The amateur rider from Butler, Md., was 
able to give his horse only one good schooling 
session over British barriers to get him used 
to the new fences before the race. 

"Jay Trump is used to the American field 
fences, although he has jumped stone fences in 
Virginia,” Smith says. "When he first saw those 
big black British fences, some of them two and 
a half feet wide and with water on the other 
side, why he jumped so high over each one of 
them that he would lose three or four lengths 
every time.” 

But this conservative approach by the 7-year- 
old Cincinnati-owned timber horse didn’t last 
and Smith thinks he knows why: 

"The American field fences are really much 
more difficult—a horse coming fast at a wooden 
fence, with all four feet off the ground most 
of the time, has a hard time tiying to calculate 
an obstacle that is mostly daylight around thin 
rails of wood. 

"Depth perception is easier for the horse 
with the British barrier—it is solid and black 
and there is no question about what you have 
to jump.” 

Smith entered the Autumn Trial simply to 
give Jay Trump a better idea of British racing. 
They had no intention of winning. Anyway, 
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not until three quarters of the way around the 
3-mile-plus track. 

"Those first few jumps were almost a joke. 
Jay Trump would about stop before each jump 
and then go way over with plenty of room to 
spare,” Smith recalls. 

But by the time he was taking the last eight 
fences, his confidence was growing with each 
jump and he was picking up two or three 
lengths each time. 

Jay Trump, owned by Mrs. Mary C. Stephen¬ 
son, won the race by five lengths and seemed 
only to be suggesting his real potential. Smith 
had been holding him back over most of the 
last fences and finally let him go for the last 
two barriers. 

This victory followed a rather inauspicious 
beginning for Jay Trump on his first venture 
into English racing. His flight to England in 
June should have taken just six hours. Instead 
it lasted eighteen hours and included two extra 
stops before London—all due to an airline 
foul-up over transport facilities for the horse. 

But Jay Trump took this air obstacle com¬ 
pletely in stride and settled nicely at Lambourn, 
11 miles from the racing center at Newbury, 
in Berkshire. 

The process of settling in was not so easy for 
Tommy (his real name is Crompton Smith). 

"It takes a while to find a house in England,” 
Smith says ruefully, "and for the first few weeks 
we had to stay in the Red Lion Hotel in Lam¬ 
bourn.” 

Tommy, who is 27, married the former 
Frances Cochran, 21, of Glyndon, Md., June 27, 
and they immediately began preparations for 
bringing Jay Trump to England for the Grand 
National. 

Fred Winter, himself a champion jockey, has 
just turned trainer and has taken on the Ameri¬ 
can horse for his English tour. 

A complicated legal dispute is now in prog¬ 
ress about the future of the Aintree track near 
Liverpool—some people want to turn the area 
into a housing development. 

"This could be the last Grand National,” 
Smith says thoughtfully. "It would be nice to 
win it.”

Horse In Cover Picture Dies 



T HE horse shown jumping in a silhouetted 
picture on the cover of the July issue of 
The Maryland Horse died suddenly last 
month, apparently from pleurisy. 

Little M.C., a 9-year-old mare, was the only 
horse owned by Mary Haight. Mary received 
her as a Christmas present from her foster 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. J. Walter Pellicot, Jr., 
in 1963. 

Leonard Hale, past president of the Baltimore 
County Horsemens Association, gives this 
account of Mary Haight and her show ring 
jumper: 

"Little M.C. was owned by Carroll Herbert 
who runs the Cub Hill Riding Academy. Mary 
used to work during the summer for Mr. 
Herbert before her foster parents bought their 
Hobby Horse Hill Farm in Kingsville. 

"Out of all the horses Mr. Herbert had at 
his stable, Mary always preferred Little M.C. 
She was Mary’s pet. 

"When Mary’s mother died, Mr. and Mrs. 
Pellicot decided to buy the mare for her as a 
Christmas present. Since that time, no one

but Mary has ridden her. 

"When The Maryland Horse came out in 
July with Mary and Little M.C. on the cover, 
Mary could hardly believe it. She went down 
to the barn, got the mare out and rode around 
with the magazine in her hand, yelling: Took! 
Here’s the cover girl!’ 

"Little M.C. did real well for Mary this 
year. In the nine shows she showed in she 
got 23 ribbons. 

"Then about a month ago she got sick. We 
thought at first that it was colic when she 
went off her feed. But the next afternoon we 
found her lying in a field, quietly sweating. 

"We called Dr. (John D.) Gadd over, and 
he did his best to save her. But she didn’t make 
it. 

"We’re getting Mary a new horse now. Six 
or seven of us have decided to give Mary her 
Christmas present early. We’re all giving her 
money to buy another horse. 

"The horse will cost $500, but the owner 
says we can take her home if we give him a 
$300 deposit. We’ve just about got the $300. 
Maybe by next summer we’ll pay off the cuff.”

HE natural progression from show hunters 
and jumpers, foxhunting and timber racing 
to the breeding of Thoroughbreds is the story 
behind Thomas R. O’Farrell and his Windy 
Hills Farm in Westminster. 

O’Farrell, a key figure in the passage of the 
legislation which put life back in the gasping 
Maryland breeding industry, is the energetic 
head of a thriving insurance, real estate and 
auctioneering business. He is president and 
general manager of National Horse Sales, Inc., 
is a member of the Maryland House of Dele¬ 
gates, and a past director of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

Windy Hills Farm has been developed by 
O’Farrell, until today it encompasses some 287 
acres of prime Carroll County land. With the 
completion of his newest barn, stabling facil¬ 
ities will have been increased to 85 stalls, with 
many miles of plank fencing. This new 110 
by 78 foot barn, of block, pole and aluminum 
construction, will have 34 stalls with an inside 
galloping ring. Adequate lighting and ventila¬ 
tion to the center block of stalls have been

provided for by sky lights, with a farm office 
being among the other features of the new 
building. 

The need for additional stabling at Windy 
Hills has been occasioned by the great expan¬ 
sion of Thoroughbred breeding in the state, by 
the excellent reception of the farm’s young 
stallions, and the demand for boarding facilities 
by outside owners. 

The stallion roster at Windy Hills in 1965 
will offer a variety of bloodlines. Sky Clipper, 
owned by William G. Helis, Jr., by Citation 
out of the "blue hen” Legendra, will be making 
his second season in Maryland (his third at 
stud). The attractive chestnut was one of the 
best 2-year-olds of his year numbering among 
his accomplishments the Sapling Stakes (over 
Bally Ache, etc.). 

Bruce S. Campbell’s Ocala Breeze, by Rough’n 
Tumble-Ruddy Belle, by Errard, a stakes-placed 
winner of brilliant speed, and a full brother to 
the record setting stakes winner Conestoga, 
will again hold court at Windy Hills. Peter

A horse which can be in the money 
in three of every four starts is the meat 
and potatoes of any stable. Assemblyman 
was a horse of this sort during his 1957 
campaign, which started in March and 
carried through the remainder of the 
year. Beginning inauspiciously in Florida, 
the son of Menow won his first start in 
New York, on April 1, then continued 
to earn a share of the purse in his next 
eight starts. 

It was in this skein that he won the 
mile-and-70-yard Independence Day 
Handicap, at Narragansett on July 4. 
Assemblyman (112) led all the way (as 
a 2-year-old he had been reserved off the 
pace with poor results) to defeat Big 
Paddy (119) and Inswept (122) in the 
excellent time of 1:41 3/5. He raced 
mainly in stakes company after that. As¬ 
signed 118 pounds for Monmouth’s 
Lamplighter Handicap, he finished fourth 
behind Pro-Brandv (116) in his next 
effort. 

Assemblyman was second in three 
stakes in the fall. In the 1/8-mile Law¬ 
rence Realization he carried 117 pounds 
and led all but the last few yards before 
giving way to Promised Land (114). 
He conceded two pounds to Manteau 
in the Us-mile Yankee Handicap at 
Suffolk Downs and lost to the Citation 
colt by a head. In the 1 1/16-mile Knick¬ 
erbocker Handicap he again gave Prom¬ 
ised Land three pounds, and this time he 
lost by IK lengths on a sloppy track. 

Carrying 116 pounds, Assemblyman 
ended his season with a victory in the 
1/8-mile Sophomore Special at Narragan¬ 
sett, leading all the way and beating 
Ambehaving (110) by a length. 

Assemblyman was bred by Mrs. 
Anderson Fowler, who bought the dam. 
Libba, at Keeneland in November, 1953, 
for $30,000. Libba, winner of the 1952 
Hurricane Handicap, was one of 34 
mares in foal sold by Hal Price Headley, 
whose excellent mare Alcibiades ap¬ 
peared twice in Assemblyman’s pedigree, 
as dam of Menow and granddam of 
Libba. Assemblyman in 1956 won one 
of nine races and earned $4,060. In 
1957 he won five of 20 races, placed in 
12 others, and earned $83,739.
